The following is the text of President 
AVil-son's 
proclamation 


calling out the National Guard: 


"Whereas the United States of America and the imperial German 


government are at war. and having in view the consequent danger of 
aggression by a foreign enemy upon the territory of the Ur.ited States 
and the necessity ^or proper protection against proper 
interference 


with the execution of the laws of the nation by agents of the enemy,

It was not an attempt to destroy forti- 
fications. or ars'snala or munitions fac- 
tories — jt was just plain, downright at- 
tempted murder. 


But though it was murder, it was 


not in any way different in its moral 
character from other instances which 
from the beginning of the war Ger- 
mans ha\e engaged in. The ruin, rav- 
age and rape of the Belgians, the wan- 
ton destruction of cathedrals and uni- 
versities and historic, spots, the sink- 
ing of the Lusitama — which ever wili 
be an ineffaceable blot on the 'scutch- 
eon of the German fatherland — the 
ruthless, sinking of unprotected mer- 
chantmen, the shelling 
of 
crews of 


Bunken ships when trying to escape in 
open boats, the attempted treaties by 
which n-ctral countries might be cap- 
tured and partitioned, the aid given 
to Turkey in the daughter 
of 
her 


Christian subjects, and many another 


* thing mora horrible, all come to the 
name thing — that whatever the Ger- 
man may be as a citizen in days of 
peace, he is absolutely under the con- 
trol of the Kaiser and therefore en- 
tirely conscienceless in days of war. 


It Is because of these things that 


the world at large', as dis'inguished 
from the central powers, Is ready to 
fight to the lajst man and last drop of 
blood — a knowledge that the ancient 
spirit of Caesar's 
time, 
when 
the 


northern barbarian, having gathered 
"copious stores of provisions, • through 
a period ol years went out to conquer, 
itlll abides; and that thcte is no safety 
for mankind so Ions as the spirit of 
rapine and of autocratic government 
reigns anywhere on earth. 


INDIRECT HELPERS. 


There Is such a thing as Indirectly 


helping Germany, and that Is what 
apparently some of the so-called neu- 
tral countries arc doing. 
In Switzer- 


land, for an example, all the condens- 
ed milk and all the milk and moid 
products go to Germany. 
To supply 


food for the kine of the country, and 
food for the people who. if the home 
product were not shipped, would sub- 
list upon it, thoie must bo Impoits 
from without: and most of these ship- 
ments come from the United States. 
Under such circumstances, the Ameri- 
can products Just as surely holp Ger- 
many as If they were sent there for 
consumption. 
Cut off tho shipments 


from the allied countilee to Switzer- 
land, and «ho must consume her own 
food products, and will hme nothing 
for Germany. 


Holland and Scandinavia, in 
hko 


fashion, havo bought HbouUly 
Ciotn 


the United States. It does not matter 
whether the same Kouds -Aero reron- 
elgned to Merlin. 
U tho u»e ot thorn 


in Holland enabled tho suhjuctb ot 
Wilhelmina to ship other things to 
Germany which save tor thes>o ship- 
ments sho would herself consume, the 
effect is the same, and we are indirect 
helpers In the wotk of feeding Ger- 
many. 


For'these reason.'', 1C not tor others, 


the people of tho United States should 
stand squaic-ly with tho l'i evident in 
tho plnn to place an embargo on lood 
products to neutral countiies which 
on one side hjive fit'o arrows to Ger- 
man markots. 
Wo do m»l want to 


supply food for tho Goiman lighting 
men, either dircctlv or indirectly.

E two types of navy craft which 


JL 
are absorbing popular attention 
are the submarines and their ter- 


rible missiles sped from ambush and 
the mosc potent foe of this type, the 
destroyers— 
Stripped hulls (linking through th« gloom, 
Half guessed and eooe again. 


And ".oiv that our destroyer* h«Te 


joined those of our allies it is more 
thau likely that much dramatic his- 
tory, which Mil have its own deep In- 
terest for us, will soon be rapidly writ- 
teu on or about the waters of the 
North sea and those of the English 
channel. 


In this writing there is no intention 


of discussing tbe characteristic* of 
either type. It is merely to Illustrate 
some phases of life on board. In a 
fine tribute to the late Hear Admiral 
Robley D. Kvnns Kipling described 
that officer as having "liyed more sto- 
ries than Zogbaum or I could Invent." 
After reading an experience like the 
subjoined one can realize how much 
this may now also apply to those who 
hourly risk their lives in a service 
where the wildest tales are true, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The story is of an adventure of a 


submarine "somewhere in salt water." 
The vessel picked up the smoke of en- 
emy vessels on tbe horizon at 9 o'clock 
and at once headed for them. \Vheii 
she had approached to a suitable dis- 
tance the submarine dived and by 
means of her periscope soon was able 
to see that the enemy vessels com- 
prised a squadron of ten ships of tbe 
line and torpedo boats. To prevent 
the enemy seeing tbe periscope the 
commander of the submarine decided 
to steer to the port side of the squad- 
ron, where he would be between the 
enemy and the light. 


Decides on Frontal Attack. 


At the same time, knowing the en- 


emy torpedo boats train special explo- 
sive contrivances for the destruction of 
submarines, the commander decided 
to make a frontal attack on the squad- 
ron and^ steered a corresponding course. 
Keeping her periscope above water, the 
submarine approached the torpedo boat 
leading the ri^ht column and passed 
at its port side at a distance of be- 
tween forty-five and sixty yards, still 
keeping her periscope sir Inches above 
water. The torpedo boat either did 
not perceive the submarine or perceiv- 
ed her too late, for it stood on Its 
course. 


Wishing to operate outside the line o£ 


torpedo boats, the submarine drew to 
the left, under the prow of the second 
torpedo boat, and in order to avoid n 
collision sank to a depth of fifty feet. 
At this depth the crew of the subma- 
rine distinctly heard the noise made by 
the screws of the warship. At a depth 
of thirty-five feet the submarine raised 
her periscope, to sight on her starboard 
beam the ram of the leading warship, 
which was cutting across the course of 
the submarine at a distance of not 
more than sixty yards. 


The commander ordered the subma- 


rine to dive, but before the vessel could 
submerge there came a terrible crash, 
the submarine reeling from the shock 
until she Imd been forced on her beam 
ends, and In that position she was held 
as the loiisT heel of the warship serup- 
cd along her side. The collision broke 
every electric bulb, plunging the sub- 
marine in utter darkness, and as the 
vessel went over on her side the crew 
were hurled from their feet and dashed 
against the side with a violence that 
stunned many Into unconsciousness. 


Cleared at last, 


After what must have seemed an 


eternity the keel of the battleship at 
last scraped clear of the submarine 
and the stricken vessel slowly righted. 
Then, to avoid any more collisions, the 
commander, groping in the blackness 
for his diving gear, began to submerge 
the vessel to a greater depth. Sudden- 
ly came n loud explosion, one that 
caused the commander to suppose that 
tbe shell of the submarine, having 
been damaged by the collision, could 
not stand the pressure of the water 
and was collapsing. lie therefore rose 
to sixty feet, but the sound of the ap- 
proaching BCTCW of <i large vessel com. 
iclled him to dive again to a depth of 
eighty feet. 
Repeated attempts to 


rise were in vain, because each time 
tho submarine rose to fifty feet they 
heard the screws of the battleships 
and torpedo boats of the enemy squad- 
ron, 
which had broken line nnd were 


cruising backward and forward search- 
hg for the submarine. 


It was found that'the periscope had 
)een wrecked, and to add to the trou- 
ble it was discovered that tbe subma- 
rine was taking In water so fast as\to 
ose her buoyancy. To blow out tbe 
supplementary tank would inevitably 
disclose her presence, but there was 
Vo other resource, and the order was 
given. Fortunately for the submarine 
he darkness and the much churning 
of Vie water by propellers bid the up- 
rush of air and its bubbles, and toward 
midnight the submersible rose to tbe 
surface, expecting to be shot to pieces 
at once; but, screened by the dark- 
ness, she found an opening in the ene- 
my's line and, picking her way through 
t, finally got clear after having been 
submerged for mora than five hours. 


Many strictures hedge about service 
n our own submarines. Those who 
are accepted for this service must be of 
the typo who are willing to take a 
sporting chance. Not only most they 
)e devoid of nerves; they must be ut- 
terly destitute of Imagination. So one 
who cannot go peacefully to sleep In 
snbscn quarters and all heedless, as the 
lesters say, as to what minute m»y 
)« his next Is wanted in submarines. 
Therefore the men must not have the 


mental habit of imagining disaster. In 
short, men with Imagination are not 
wanted In tbe submarine service. 


Moreover," they 'must be the kind of 
men who set no store by physical com- 
fort. With all this they must be men 
who have been proved by experience 
to be practically immune from seasick- 
ness—that la to say, proved In subma- 
rine craft, which of all vessels are the 
most trying on tbe stomach in seaway. 


In a trip of 2,000 miles made by a 


certain nubmarine all hands were at 
first totally incapacitated except the 
commanding officer and one man, 
though tbe bulk of them recovered aft- 
er a certain time. The tiling Is that 
the crew must be trained by actual ex- 
perience In rough weather to resist sea. 
sickness. This Is, of course, particu- 
larly true of the cook. 


There la no record of any sickness or 


ailment due to the sense of being con- 
fined In a submarine. This Is not like- 
ly, however, to occur with men of the 
type Indicated. Members of a subma- 
rine crew cannot tell after tbe conning 
tower hatches close whether the boat 
remains oa the surface or goes down 
200 feet except by looking at the depth 
Indicator. 
And therefore if they do 


cot let their Imaginations impress them 
with what might happen. In case any- 
thing went wrong they will not be 
likely to be bothered by their position. 


The selection for thl» service is very 


close. Every one who serves In a sub- 
marine must be A highly technical and 
a highly trained man. 
Every man; 


must either be a very competent ma- 
chinist or an electrician or a gunner's 
mate for gun for torpedo work. There 
must also be a radio operator in case 
the vessel carries wireless. 


In addition to all these technical qual- 


ifications, the men must have distinc- 
tive moral attributes. They should be 
men who have volunteered for this 
duty nnd not men who have simply 
been assigned to it on account of their 
technical knowledge. 


What the Destroyers Undergo. 
Now for a glimpse of destroyers "out 


on a high explosive spree," There was 
a combined fleet operation down Ca- 
ribbean way in which dreadnaugbts 
and destroyers were Involved. Officers 
from the battleship fleet were detailed 
as observers on board the destroyers. 
They had come from vessels steady as 
castles and did not realize until It 
came on to blow that night what life 
on ti destroyer means. 


"These," according to the official re- 


port of the commander of the destroy- 
er division, "did their usual stunts." 
They plunged and reared until you 
could see under their forward keels. 
They scooped up forecastles full of 
water, shook it off like Newfoundland 
dogs, and they rolled fully CO degrees. 
Tbe result was that practically all the 
battleship "observers" died an unnat- 
ural death long before the problem be- 
gan and remained dead, at least to 
any interest to torpedo tactics, until 
the vessels got back Into port the next 
morning. However, they acquired some 
experience and a certain measure of 
sympathy, for those who go down to 
the sea In torpedo craft. 


When the civilian volunteers went 


on their battleship cruise Lieutenant 
F. M. Roberts one day told them about 
service with the destroyers, a lecture 
delivered upon the quarterdeck of the 
battleship Rhode Island nnd which, If 
delivered today^ would carry the same 
message. 


"No special attempt," he told the vol- 


unteers, "is made In selecting the men 
to serve In torpedo craft, Whether they 
be fat men or lean men, short -men or 
tall men. The character and spirit ore 
developed by association after then" 
arrival. As a rule, they are older than 
the men (or boys) on the battleships. 


"You know that one of the charac- 


teristics of a destroyer Is ability to 
make high speed. To this end it has 
always been tn» policy of ths naval 
constructors to keep the fittings of the 
vessel strong, but of light weight. No 
chances were ever lost by the navy 
constructors In lightening the destroy- 
ers by removal of any fittings that they 
considered unnecessary."
